Gentlemen: 


Submitted herewith is the report of fhe annual audit 
and examination of the accounts of the Town of Lyme, 
which was made by the Division of Municipal Accounting 
of the State Tax Commission in accordance with the vote 
of the town. This audit covered the period from October 
17, 1944, date of the previous audit by this Division, to 
October 29, 1945. The Exhibits and Schedules have been 
prepared, however, to present the financial activity of the 
town for the fiscal year ended December 31, 1944, and 
the period from January I, 1945 to October 29, 1945. 


Scope of Audit 
Included in the audit and examination were the ac- 
counts and records of the Board of Selectmen, Tax Col- 
lector, Town Clerk, Road Agent, Trustees of Trust Funds 
and Library Treasurer. 


Financial Statements 


Revised Balance Sheet—-December 31, 1944 (Exhibit 1): 

Changes which were made in the balance sheet of 
December 31, 1944, as originally made out, are reflected 
in the revised balance sheet vresented in Exhibit I. 


Decrease in Net Debt: 


As indicated by Exhibit I, the Net Debt decreased 
during the year ended December 31, 1944, by $901.69. 
Decrease in Net Debt resulting from the retirement of 
bonds was partially offset by the use of Cash Surplus to 
reduce the amount of taxes levied in 1944, a net budget 
deficit and other minor items. The change in financial 
condition of the town during the year may be summariz- 
ed as follows:

Comparative Statements of Appropriations and Expend- 


itures—Estimated and Actual Revenues: (Exhibits II 
and III) 


Comparative statements of appropriations and ex- 
penditures, estimated and actual revenues for the fiscal 
year ended December 31, 1946, are presented in Exhib- 
its II and III. As indicated by the budget summary, a net 
overdraft of appropriations of $373.95, less an excess of 
actual over estimated revenue of $311.76, resulted in a 
net budget deficit of $62.19. 


Ten Year Summaries of Indebtedness, Valuation and 


Taxes: (Tables I and II). 


Summarized statements of Indebtedness, Valuation 
and Taxes, covering a ten year period, prepared from re- 
ports on file in the office “of the Tax Commission, are pre- 
sented in statistical Tables I and II. 


Audit Procedure 


The accounts and records of all town officials charg- 
ed with the custody, receipt and disbursement of public 
funds were examined and audited. Vouchers and cancell- 
ed checks were compared with supporting invoices and 
payrolls as well as entries in the books of record. Re- 
ceipts were checked by source and totals of receipts and 
expenditures verified. Proof of the Treasurer’s balance 
as of October 29, 1945, is indicated in Schedule F. 
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Tax Accounts 


Tax warrants for the levies of 1945, 1944 and 1943, 
and tax sale accounts for the levies of 1937 to 1944, in- 
clusive, were examined. Summaries indicating the activ- 
ity in the tax warrant and tax sale accounts as of Decem- 
ber 31, 1944, and October 29, 1945, are presented in 
Schedules B, B-1, B-2, and G, G-1, G-2, and G-3, respec- 
tively. 


Town Clerk 


The accounts of the town clerk were examined and 
audited. All funds received by the clerk on account of the 
issuance of motor vehicle permits and dog licenses were 
properly accounted for through remittances to the treas- 
urer or cash on hand. Summaries of these accounts ap- 
pear in Schedules C and H. 


Road Agent 


The payrolls and checks issued by road agents Greg- 
ory and Bates were examined. Summarized statements of 
the road agents’ accounts, including reconciliation of 
bank balances as of ‘December 31, 1944 and October 28, 
1945, are included in Schedules D, I and IJ-1, respectively. 


Trust Funds 


The trust fund accounts were examined and the 
total amount of principal and unexpended income, as of 
October 29, 1945, was verified as being on deposit in the 
Dartmouth Savings Bank and the Dartmouth National 
Bank. (Schedule J). 


Library Treasurer 


The receipts and expenditures of the treasurer of 
the library were checked and the treasurer’s bank bal- 
ance reconciled as of December 31, 1944 and October 31, 
1945. (Schedules E and K). 
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Surety Bonds 


The surety bonds of the town officers, who are re- 
quired by law to furnish such bonds, were examined and 
found to be correct in form and sufficient in amount. A 
list of the officials, the amounts of their bonds and the 
names of the surety companies which issued the bonds, 
will be found in Schedule L. 


General Comments 


Road Agent’s Payrolls: 


The present practice of advancing highway funds 
in lump sums to the road agent is unsatisfactory from an 
accounting standpoint and should be discontinued. 

It is recommended that. payments be made to the 
road agent onlly upon presentation of regular payrolls 
and that such payments be for the actual amount of the 
payrolls. The town checks would be deposited in the road 
agent’s account, as is now done, and he would then issue 
his checks to employees and vendors. 

In order that the Road Agent may be prepared to 
meet emergency payments after the new system becomes 
effective, it is suggested that a Petty Cash Fund of $100 
be advanced to him which should immediately be deposit- 
ed in his regular account at the bank. Payments from this 
fund should be confined strictly to the following cases: 


(1) When it becomes necessary to make imme- 
diate payment to an employee between regular pay- 
roll periods. 


(2) When it is necessary to make immediate 
payment in order to obtain materials and supplies 
which are sent C.O.D. 

Such items either on account of labor or materials 
should be included on the next payroll issued. In this way 
any funds drawn from the $100 Petty Cash Account 
would always be restored when the road agent received 
and deposited the check for the next regular payroll. 


Conclusion: 


The accounts and records of all town officials, with 
exceptions as herein noted, were found in good condition 
and the accounting procedure conformed to the uniform 
system prescribed by this Division. 
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The provisions of Section 31, Chapter 211, of the 
Laws of 1939, require that this report or a summary of its 
essential features shall be published in the next annual 
town report. This letter of transmittal should be included 
in its entirety but the inclusion of Exhibits and Schedules 
is optional. 

We extend our thanks to the officials of the Town 
of Lyme for their assistance during the course of the 
audit.

REPORT OF VOLUNTEER FIRE DEPARTMENT 


At a meeting called by the Selectmen of Lyme on 
March 16, 1945 the Lyme Voluntary Fire Department was 
formed. Sixty persons enrolled as members. Of this num- 
ber, twenty-eight have taken an active part in building up 
the department. They have attended meetings and drills 
held twice each month throughout the year. As a result 
of this, they have acquainted themselves with the use of 
the equipment, so that when:called upon, would be able 
to perform their duties in as satisfactory and efficient way 
as possible. 

New pieces of equipment have been added during 
the year. A major one being a trailer purchased from the 
U.S. Government, equipped with a pump of five hundred 
gallons per minute capacity, powered by a one hundred 
horse power motor, six hundred feet of hose, nozzels, 
two ladders, and other smaller equipment, making it a 
completely equipped unit in itself. This was purchased at 
approximately one fourth of the cost had it been bought 
from ordinary supply houses. 

Seven hundred feet of new hose has been added to 
original equipment, so that the department now has 
approximately two thousand feet available. 

Three discarded oil tanks with a capacity of five 
hundred to six hundred gallons each were obtained for 
water storage. These tanks are kept filled while weather 
permits, and are arranged so they can be easily loaded on 
trucks and transported to wherever needed. These were 
given to the department by the Gulf Company at Leba- 
non, and were trucked from there and set up by members 
of the department. 

Other added equipment includes a roof ladder, a fog 
type nozzle, rope, and hose adapters. Four sirens were 
purchased for fire signals. Three being installed on the 
telephone house at Lyme Plain and one at Rich’s store at 
Lyme Center. 

The department responded to seven fires during the 
year. Four of these were calls from Thetford, Vermont, 
and three from town.

An average of 7,300 acres of woodland are burned 
over by forest fires in New Hampshire each year, destroy- 
ing many thousand dollars worth of property. It costs 
many additional thousands of dollars and man-hours to 
extinguish them. Analysis of fire causes reveals the fact 
that more than 98 percent of all forest fires are consis- 
ene the result of human carelessness and are prevent- 
able. 
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We have been extremely fortunate during the last 
few years. Wartime restrictions on travel that kept people 
off the highways and out of the woods aided materially in 
reducing fire risks. We now face changed conditions. 
Freedom of travel and freedom of the woods will bring 
people in increasing number. This will step up the fire 
risk materially. The accelerated cutting of the war years 
has resulted in additional thousands of slash acres. These 
factors combined with a dry season and human ecareless- 
ness could easily produce a catastrophe. Everyone must 
be on his guard and be careful when smoking in or near 
woodlands. Cooperate with the local forest fire warden 
and his deputies by abiding cheerfully with whatever 
restriction it may be necessary to impose. They are in- 
tended only to be helpful. Securing permits to burn de- 
bris, when the ground is not covered with snow. Promptly 
coming to the warden’s assistance when needed. This all 
helps and it all pays.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


To the School Board and Citizens of the School District 
of Lyme: 


This is to present my eighteenth annual report. It is 
the twenty-seventh in the series of annual reports pre- 
sented by a Superintendent of Schools. As usual, it is 
made a part of the report of the School Board for the 
school year 1944-1945. 


PREVIEW. The general work in the schools has been 
carried on in a fairly satisfactory manner. Only a few 
needed repairs were made during the year so that more 
will need to be done in the succeeding years. The pupils 
have again made their contribution by the purchase of 
war stamps and engaging in other activities such as work 
for the Junior Red Cross. Everyone connected with the 
schools has felt the impact of the situation resulting from 
a world at peace. This makes it more important than 
ever that meaningful education in the interests of Ameri- 
can democracy be carried forward with renewed vigor. 


TEACHERS. Lyme has been rather fortunate during 
these war years to be able to maintain a reasonably sat- 
isfactory teaching staff. It is probable that there will con- 
tinue to be changes, although such changes can be some- 
what mitigated by a more generous salary’ schedule. 
When we realize that only a limited number of young 
people entered our teachers colleges during the past few 
years, it will be understood that it will be increasingly 
difficult to secure well-trained persons for carrying for- 
ward the work. But, if the traditions of Lyme for good 
schools are to be prolonged, great care will need to be 
exercised in the choice of those who replace teachers 
who for personal and other reasons seek other fields of 
activity. 


ENROLLMENT. The enrollment of pupils shows a 
tendency to increase in all of the schools except Chesley. 
In this building the attendance is at about the same level 
as it has been for the past several years. It is possible 
that with the increasing enrollment in the Plain School 
some other plan for the accommodation of the pupils may 
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need to be devised. It might be advantageous to utilize 
the Lyme Center School for the upper grades in attend- 
ance at the Plain School. This should only be regarded 
as a temporary expedient lasting only until such time as 
more satisfactory arrangements can be made at the Plain 
School. 


BUILDINGS. The buildings for the most part have 
been kept in fairly good repair. It has been necessary to 
make some emergency repairs to the sewer system at the 
Center and at the Plain School. It is perhaps needless for 
me to say to the Board and citizens of Lyme that there isa 
great lack at the Plain School of facilities for carrying 
on a modern and up-to-date program of school work. 
There are no facilities for an assembly, no opportunities 
for school lunches, and the toilet facilities are quite in- 
adequate for the number of pupils in attendance. Since 
all of these factors are involved, it should not be long be- 
fore Lyme makes provision for a definite enlargement 
of that building or for the building of a modern up-to- 
date building of brick which will last many years. No re- 
commendation is made at this time, but it is brought to 
your attention so that it will not be lost sight of in the 
succeeding years. 


BUDGET. The appropriation requested this year is 
larger than that for several years. This is due to the 
absolute necessity for increasing salaries paid teachers 
and the increasing costs of transportation. It is probable 
that Lyme will continue to be in the group of towns 
which is entitled to $6,000 State Aid, but that the State 
Aid will be reduced each year unless the Legislators meet 
the full request of the State-Board of Education for suffi- 
cient money to adjust these accounts in accordance with 
the State Law. The deduction by the last Legislature re- 
sulted in a reduction of nearly $600 in the amount allotted 
to Lyme. It would seem that the School Board and citi- 
zens should ask their Representative to the General Court 
to make sure that the State Board of Education is provid- 
ed with a sufficient appropriation for State Aid to meet 
the demands of all of the towns in the State who are en- 
titled under the Law to receive it. 


EDUCATION. Educators at all levels have for a long 
period of years attempted to define education. It is doubt- 
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ful if any have succeeded in bettering materially the defi- 
nition of an educated man as portrayed by Socrates 
about 350 B.C. His definition of such a person boiled down 
into modern terms means that an educated person must 
have sound judgment, must be decent and honorable in 
dealing with other people, must be willing to put up with 
unpleasantness and offensive action and be agreeable and 
reasonable in dealing with others. Such a person should 
neither be carried away with pleasures nor overcome by 
misfortunes, nor should one be overly elevated by suc- 
cesses nor underminded by failures. Persons with these 
qualifications should in the end possess character which 
will be of worth in any given community. While it is not 
possible in the span of eight years’ schooling in the public 
schools to produce such an educated person, beginnings 
can be and are being made in the schools of Lyme by your 
teachers. It is probably true that parents can and do 
exert wholesome influences leading toward these same 
ends of self-control and reasonable behavior. These ends 
are, after all, rather more important and more lasting 
through the educational processes than are the learnings 
gleaned from textbooks, however carefully the latter may 
have been written and however carefully they may be 
studied. . 


SCHOOL BOARD. Lyme is to be congratulated that 
over a long period of years she has had the benefit of 
wise and careful-thinking School Board members. Our 
older citizens can recall vividly the contributions which 
these men and women have made toward the upbuilding 
of the Lyme schools. It perhaps is not too much to say 
that had it not been for the conscientious effort of these 
people the schools of Lyme ‘would not have reached so 
nearly the goal of good schools as is true at the present 
time. Truly it may be said that the thousands of men 
and women throughout the country who devote them- 
selves to the service of School Board memberships are 
rendering to the country a service which cannot be paid 
by dollars and which can only receive its full reward in 
the benefits which accrue to the oncoming generations. 
It has been a definite privilege to have served the School 
District of Lyme for eighteen years. That service has 
been freely given. Its results can only be measured by the 
successors of the young people who have passed through 
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the schools. But a Superintendent cannot make the entire 
contribution. It is recognized that the citizens, School 
Board and teachers have all added to the general pro- 
gress of the schools. It remains for us in the service to 
continue to render as near full service as is within our 
power.
